Ceiling Price 
On Meats for 
Atlanta Set 


tlantans may expect to pay a 
little more for pork under new 
retail price ceilings made public 
yesterday by the Office of Price 
Administration. ‘¥ 

The ceilings become effective 
April 1. 

While the cost will rise a little 
on the five most common cuts, 
local merchants believe the new 
ceilings will tend to _ stabalize 
prices. | 

“The stores that were charging 
high prices in March, 1942, and 
have heretofore had _ high price 
ceilings will lose some of that ex- 
cess profit,” one merchant said, 
“and those who were caught with 
very low ceilings, altogether out 
of scale to present wholesale 
prices, will at last get a chance to 
catch a breath.” 

The new dollar-and-cents ceil 
ing (as opposed to the old retail 
ceiling prices that were set at 
different levéls for different stores. 
on a basis of their March, 1942, 
prices) establishes two set retail 
prices, one fer small, independent 
stores doing less than $250,000 
business a year, the other for larg- 
er stores and chain stores. 

Ceilings Not Uniform. 

These specific ceilings are not 
uniform in all parts of the coun- 
try. varying slightly in the 10 
zones into which the United States 
was divided for purposes of price 
setting. 

ol is in Zone Fight, in 
which the following prices have 
been set, the lower price in each 
ease being that of the large store: 
‘sliced bacon (de-rined, smoked) 
Grade A. 48 cents and 46 cents, 
skinned smoked ham, center slices. 
61 cents and 59 cents, skinned 
emoked ham, whole, 41 cents and 
40 cents; center cut pork chops 
(fresh or frozen pork loins), 43 
cents and 41 cents, and salt pork 
»hdry. salt belies, fresh, cured and 
frozen), 26 cents and 24 cents. 

Average prices in the larger 
<tores and super markets in At- 
lenta have been a little less than 
the new ceilings, according to 
dealers. but the OPA pointed out 
that by changing retail meat -ceil- 
ings the black markets, which 
have been a substantial factor in 
increasing hog prices, will be put 
out of business. 

Will Hurt Black Market. 

“To black market operators this 
means an end to the practice of 
explaining away exorbitant prices 
for pork products when a house- 
wife asks questions, since under 
no circumstances may she be com- 
pelled to pay more than the new 
regulation permits,” said OPA Ad- 
ministrator Prentiss Brown, in an- 
nouncing the new ceilings. 

“In the event of an overcharge, 
the shopper has recourse to the 
treble damage suit provisions of 
the emergency price control act, 
which entitles her to sue.in any 
court for a minimum of $50, plus 
costs,” he added. 

Every retailer of pork’ will be 
required to post the price per 
pound on any cuts of pork in the 
showcase, it was announced. These 
prices may be tower than the of- 
ficial ceilings, but no higher. 

Sausage Not Covered. 


Not covered by the regulation | 
canned pork, | 
variety | 


are pork sausage, 
quigk frozen cuts, and 
meats such as brains, liver, heart, 
kidneys, tongue and head meat. 
These products will remain under 
the general price regulation. 
Brown also stated that maxi- 
mum prices will be announced 
soon for hundreds of common 
foodstuffs as well as beef, mutton, 
lamb and veal (probably at the 
time meat is rationed, now believ- 
ed to be scheduled for April 1). 
Local mea. dealers said yester- 
day that whatever meat shortages 
there were in the city would prob- 
ably be relieved a great deal by 
the new price ceilings. 
Heretofore, stores having higher 
ceilings had an “automatic prior- 
ity” on meats because retailers 
with low ceilings could not afford 
to pay the high prices necessary to 
get meat and still make any kind 
of profit 
“People have been complaining 
about grocers making a lot of 
money,” said one retailer-—“If they 
only stopped to realize ihat on

London Subway Stair 


Is Scene of Tragedy 


LONDON, March 4.—(4)—A woman carrying a baby tripped near 
the bottom of a subway stairway during the German air raid on 
London last night, and within a minute the 19 steps became a well 
of death where 178 persons perished in a pile-up and 60 were injured. 
The woman was rescued alive but her baby was killed. 


Sixty of the dead were children. ‘ 
Whole families were wiped out in 
the strange tragedy, and tonight a 
of weeping women filed 
through a mortuary in an effort 
to identify some of the bodies. 

Among thé dead was Dick Cor- 
bett, former bantamweight boxing 
champion of England and the em- 
pire. 

There was “no sign of panic 
before the accident,” and no 
bombs fell near the subway sta- 
tion which served as an air raid 
shelter, a Ministry of Home Se- 


curity statement said. 

But after the woman-—with a 
bundle in one arm and a baby in 
the other—missed her footing and | 
fell on the landing, both the plat- 
form and stairway became a trap | 
in a matter of seconds with hun- | 
dreds falling in a writhing mass 
which crushed to death or suffo- 
cated 178 persons. 

Official Explanation. |

the Soviet radio monitor. 
- Altogether approximately 2,000 
enemy troops were reported killed 
during yesterday’s fighting on the 
various fronts, and Marshal Tim- 
oshenko’s troops striking on the 
northwest front toward Staraya 
Russa below Lake Ilmen were 
said to have broken and routed 
two German garrisons which had 
sought to defend two populated 
places.

U: S. Bombers 
Pound Hamm 


And Rotterdam 


LONDON, March 4.—()— 
American Flying Fortresses struck 
two powerful néw  preinvasion 
blows in daylight today, heavily 
bombing “tamm, key to a vast 
German rail network over which 
Hitler would have to move troops 
to meet Allied armies in western 
Europe, and Rotterdam, which 
might become a landing point for 
armies striking the continent. 


The American raid carried on 
the Allied aerial offensive to west- 
ern Germany’s most important 
wartime communications center 
following the eighth successive 
night raid in which the RAF sub- 
jected Hamburg to a devastating 
fire and explosive bath. 

In daylight late today RAF Mos- 
quito bombers. attacked railway 
centers near Le Mans and Valen- 
ciennes in northern France. One 
plane failed to return. 

Radios Off Air. 

Late tonight the Paris and Ger- 
man radios went off the air, indi- 
cating that British bombers were 
over the continent for the ninth 
straight night. 

Five Fortresses were lost in the 
Hamm raid but they destroyed at 
least 14 of a strong German fight 
er force. 

The Germans countered with 
two weak passes at London last 
night and before dawn today with 


a few planes compared to the 
huge Allied armadag striking at 
the Reich. 

Hamm lies 140 miles east of Rot 
terdam at the junction of six Ger- 
man trunk railways reaching 
across the breadth of Germany. It 
was the first U. S. raid on that 
target which the RAF had assault- 
ed 84 times, partictularly in the 


days preceding the fall of France.

Ten Planes Lost. 

The successive raids on Hamm 
between June and November of 
1940 were credited with playing a 
large part in disrupting any plans 
Hitler may have had of invading 
Britain.

Over Hamburg last night, the 
British lost 10 bombers in “a 
heavy attack.” Unspecified targets 
in western Germany also were 
bombed and fighters made intru- 
der patrols over Holland, destroy- 
ing an enemy raider. 

All the Fortresses returned from 
Rotterdam. It was the third U. S. 
blow at the Dutch city and the 
85th Allied attack. Pilots de. 
scribed the oppostion as weak. 
One formation of seven Messer- 
schmitts was sighted but “they 
didn’t hang around very long,” 
Major Joseph Preston said. Only 
negligible damage was reported to 
returned aircraft.

Korean Counter-Espionage Agent Urges 


Deadly Blow Now at Tojo’s Weakest Spot 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY. 


The United States has played 
Little Red Riding Hood to Japan’s 
wolf long enough. The time has 
now come to strike and to strike 
with deadly ‘precision at Tojo’s 
weakest point. 

That is the conviction of the 
head of one of the most powerful 
and far-reaching counter-espion- 
age outfits enlisted on the side 
of the United Nations—Kilsoo K. 
Haan, Washington representative 
of the Sino-Korean People’s 
League. 

Beat the stuffing out of Japan 
and do it this way, says the small, 
scholarly Korean producing a Jap- 
anese war map which his agents 


stole as early as 1937 from a Jap-| 


anese war office. | 

“It’s an old proverb,” Mr. Haan 
explained the map with a gentle 
oriental smile, “Go to the fox to 
catch a fox!” 

Mr. Haan’s blueprint for going 
to the fox calls for recovering the 
island of Kiska which the United 
States lost to Japan in June, 1941, 
and using it as a base to take a 
chain of Japanese islands between 
the Russian peninsula of Kahn- 
chaki and Kokaido, northern Jap- 
anese islands. 

“These islands,” explained Mr. 
Haan with a pencil on the Kurile 
group, “are Japan’s weakest point. 
The Black Dragon Society has 
admitted that. They are only 750 
miles from Kiska—bombing dis- 
tance. And after we have them 
we can move on to Shaghalin, the 
perfect base for bombing Japan 
proper.” 

That, the Korean agent points 
out, will effect three important 
things: 1. Enable Russia to for- 
get the Japanese at her back door 
and keep up the good work against 
Germahy. 2. Have a tremendous 
political and psychological effect 
on the millions of Chinese, Man- 
churians and Koreans who are 
“eager and ready to overthrow the 
yoke of the Japanese.” 3. Force

“I went to the State Department 
December 6, because I couldn’t 
help feeling that the attack was 
coming and coming right away,” 
Mr, Haan said. “But it was Satur- 
day afternoon and there weren’t 
many people around. Nobody 
wanted to listen,” he smiled with 
a slight shrug.

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Life in Russia: 


Not a Wooden House 
In Leningrad; All 


Torn Down for Fuel 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY. 
NEW YORK, March 4.—(AP)—Life for the people of 


the Soviet Union in tris war 


is a battle, as hard as the one 


the Red army is putting up on the front. 


It involves work and hardships; 
sometimes, suffering and danger. 

It is as important as the fight 
et the front; and as far as can be 
seen, it is another battle that is 
being won. 

As a Moscow housekeeper my- 
self, for- the 20 months of war, 
I can tell you something about it: 

The big problems are heat, light 
and food. 

No Coal and 19 Below, 


This has been a comparatively 
mild winter there, but the tem- 
perature has been down to 19 de- 
grees below zero, fahrenheit, cold 
enough to freeze to death, andthere 
has been no coal for civilians. The 
output from mines not wrecked or 
occupied goes to war industries. 

Last autumn, the Moscow Soviet 
decided that only part of the apart- 
ment houses could be heated, and 
persons living in others should 
move in with their neighbors. Mov- 


ing was actually started, when the | 


situation was saved by as heroic 
an undertaking as any of this war, 
although little publicized. 

About 80,000 women were mo 
bilized. those not in war work and 
who had no children eight years 
old or younger. They went into 
the forests around Moscow, chop- 
ped and hauled wood, and provid- 
ed enough fuel to give the entire 
capital limited, but sufficient heat. 

Living in One Room. 

My three-room house on Ulitsa 

Shchukina has been out of wood 


twice. But, by shutting off two. 


rooms, living entirely in the bed- 
room, and luckily receiving a new 
delivery of birch every time the 
cold started to set in,’ 1 was able 
to keep comfortable. 

The heating situation has been 
most acute in Leningrad, where a 
gap has been broken in the Ger- 
man ring around the city, but the 
enemy still camps in the southern 
and western suburbs. There, I 
heard, not a single wooden house 
is left standing—all have been 
torn down for fuel. 

Electric lighting is severely ra- 
tioned. Only a single bulb is per- 
mitted for each room, limited to 25 
watts for an average living room 
or kitchen, and 16 watts for halls 
and washrooms. The penalty for 
Violation of this rule may be a fine 
of 1,000 rubles (officialky, $200) 
or loss of electricity for the dura- 
tion of the war. - 

Sitting in Darkness. 

In addition, a total limit is fixed 
for consumption in each house,

000 to 2,800,000.

Work is on a 12-hour day, seven- 
day week basis. All social re- 
forms, including the five-day, 35- 
hour work week and paid vaca- 
tions, have been abandoned for 
the duration. 

Passes to Moscow Rare. 


Those “who left Moscow with 
evacuated factories, stores and 
commissariats are staying in the 
east, on their jobs. Passes to re- 
turn to the capital are rare. Those 
who remained in Moscow are 
working at their old posts, or new 
ones, almost all devoted to na- 
tional defense. Small plants which 
once made consumers’ goods are 
now turning out arms. 

The additional work has brought 
increased compensation. The av- 
erage pay of a Russian worker, 
before the war, was estimated at 
| about 300 rubles (officially $60) 
'a month. This has been swelled 
‘by pay for overtime work and 
| lost vacations. But there is not 
' much to buy.

Price Controls 


On Sweet Milk 


, 


Are Set by OPA. 


All Wholesalers, Retail- 
ers in Southeast Af- 
fected Tomorrow. 


Joseph J. Spengler, regional 
OPA price officer, announced yes- 
terday that, beginning tomorrow, 
sweet milk sold at wholesale and 
retail in the southeastern region 
will be 
cents price control. 

Tennessee, Mississippi, Georgia, 
Alabama, Virginia, North. Caro- 
lina and South Carolina will be 
included in the order. 

Florida is not included because 
unique features of the milk prob- 
lem in that state indicate the need 
for further study, Spengler said. 

The announcement. of pricing 
formula for each state will be 
made by state OPA price officers, 
he stated. 

The order, issued by the nation- 
al OPA office on a regional! basis, 
has been made to correct serious 
dislocations in milk supplies and 
to stabilize the flow of liquid milk 
in its normal channels. Only 
liquid sweet milk is included in 
the order. 

Chocolate milk, buttermilk and 
other flavored milks are not in- 
cluded, Spangler stated. Effect of 
the order will be to raise relative- 
ly low prices and lower relatively 
high prices in the states affected. 

Simultaneously with this order, 
there was issued an amendment 
to the reeent “freeze” order which 
held prices paid by distributors 
to producers at the January level. 
The amendment provifes a for- 
mula permitting the passing back 
of any increase at wholesale and 
retail to the farmer-producer. 

Commenting on this amend- 
ment, Spengler said, “The move 
is necessary because the most se- 
rious difficulty in the regional 
milk situation has come at the 
producer level. Producers. faced 
by rising costs of a number of 


feed items and other cost factors, | 


over which the OPA has no con- 
trol, have found .it necessary in 
many cases to divert their pro- 
duction from normal channels. 
The result in some communities 
has been the threat of mi 
shortage.” 

The new retail price regula- 
tions, Spengler declared, will not 
apply to sales to Army, Navy, 
Post Exchange and similar mili- 
tary organizations in any of the 
eight states, including Florida. 
These sales are regulated by pric- 
ing formula applying only to mili- 
tary organizations.

Testifying before the House 
Naval Committee, Chairman Em- 
ory S. Land, of the government 
shipbuilding agency, called “il- 
legitimate absenteeism a (first 
cousin to slackerism.” He approv- 
ed legislation directing that names 
of men of draft age who absent 
themselves from work without 
good cause be reported to selective 
service boards. Public posting of 
names of older men, he said, might 
deter them from absenteeism. 

But N. P. Alifas, president of 
District 44, International Associa- 
tion of Machinists (AFL), con- 
tended to the committee that any 
legislative action against absentee- 
ism might prove “a cure that is 
really worse than the disease.” 

“Organized labor is as desirous 
as anyone can be to eliminate 
absenteeism,” he said. 

It was best, he argued, to leave 
the whole problem to management 
and labor to work out themselves. 

In the house, Representative 
Norton, Republican, New Jersey, 
requested permission for the labor 
committee, which she heads, to 
undertake an investigation of ‘“‘all 
labor conditions and labor and 
employer practices which affect 
or may affect the progress of the 
war production program.” 

Representative Ramspeck, Demo- 
crat, Georgia, had suggested such 
an inquiry, pointing out that the 
coal industry labor contracts are 
to expire this month, he said it 
was his judgment that “in 30 to 60 
days congress may Be faced with 
legislating in this field” of labor 
relations. 

Ramspeck expressed belief that 
a “work or fight bill,” threaten- 
ing to draft men into the Army, 
is “not the answer” to 
senteeism situation. 

“We have had a hysterical build- 
up over threats of absenteeism,” 
he said, “and threats to deal with 
it with meat axes instea— of find- 
ing what the real causes are.” 

While members of the house 
considered this problem, the Sen- 
ate Military Committee continued 
hearings on proposed legislation 
allowing drafting of both men and

Point-Rationing Questions 
As point-conscious housewives began thinking about their 
weekend shopping yesterday, an unusual number of questions about 
the yes-and-no of point-rationing cropped up. 
“I order all my food by phone,” said one housewife, “as I am 
= unable to get about very well, and I buy all my 
food from the same grocer. What should I do?” 
OPA’s answer to people faced with this problem is 
that you may give your book to your grocer and 
authorize him to act as your agent and deduct stamps 
from your book for each purchase. 
Another woman wanted to know: “Suppose I 
accidentally break a bottle of food for which I have 
just surrendered a ration stamp—should my grocer replace it?” 
No, say officials, the loss for broken containers is yours if you are 
responsible for the breakage. 


Sailors and Soldiers Told 


To Turn in Ration Books 


Soldiers and sailors are supposed to turn in their ration books 
when they go into the service if they eat at an organized mess, 
but one Atlantan asked yesterday, “What ‘about the merchant 
marine? Do men in \vhe merchant marine turn in their books? 
They are home between passages and how will they eat?” A mem- 
ber of the merchant marine is in a little different situation from 
the soldier on leave. Service men on leave may get certificates 
for purchasing food for the length of their stay, provided they 
apply to the ration board in their community and show their leave 
papers. But merchant marine men, since they are not actually in 
one of the military services, have no leave papers. When leaying 
the country for 30 days or more, a member of the merchant marine 
should turn in his book to the ration board, and when he returns 
- may get the book from the board for use while in the United 

tates.

OPA Offers Budget Plan 
To Use March Ration Stamps 


“Please tell me everything about how to buy food under point- 
rationing,” wrote a Conyers, Ga., doctor to the Ration Counter 
yesterday. “Everything” about point-rationing is a large order. 
A few basic facts: During the month of March only A, B and C 
stamps may be used; stamps of larger denominations should be 
used first, as grocers cannot give “change” for stamps; each. per- 
son is allowed 48 points per ration period (the first ration period 
is one month—others may be longer or shorter, depending on food 
stocks on hand). 

One new bit of advice to emerge from the OPA office was the 
warning that March contains three days more than an even four 
weeks, and persons allotting a certain number of stamps to be 
spent each week should take this into consideration. To help those

Meat Ration 


May Increase 
Later in Year 


Will Go Up If Black 
Markets Are Wiped 
Out. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—(/?) 
The prospective allowance of 134 
pounds of meat a week to indi- 
viduals when rationing begins next 
month may be increased later in| 
the year, informed officials said | 
today. 

These informants, unwilling to 
be quoted by name, explained 
that rationing is going into effect 
at a time of year when slaugh- 
tering normally declines. With 
the pick up in slaughtering later, 
they said, the ration might be in- 
creased so as to average about! 
two pounds a week for the year. 

Rationing of meat, butter, cheese 
and fats was scheduled to start 
about April 1, but it developed | 
today thaf it may be delayed un- 
til April 15. 

A factor in the size of the meat 
ration will be the success of the 
campaign to stamp out black mar- 
kets. Price Administrator Pren- 
tiss Brown is counting strongly on 
new, uniform, community-wide | 
prices on beef and pork, together 
with a licensing system for slaugh- 
terers, to cut off the illegal opera- 
tors. | 
Secretary of Agriculture Wick- 
ard is expected to announce a 
rigid licensing system to control 
the buying, selling and slaughter- | 
ing of livestock in a nationwide)

Every dealer and slaughterer of 
meat for sale will be required to 
obtain a license and permits from | 
the agriculture department.

All meats processed by licensed 
operators will bear a stamp num- 
ber identifying the slaughterer. |

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Real Annihilation | 

Our latest victory in the Pacific was so 
complete, according to General. MacArthur's 
headquarters in Australia, that not a ship of 
the 22 which formed the Japanese force re- 
mained afloat after the battle. Add to this 62 
Japanese planes destroyed and others damaged, 
and it is safe to assume that the fight can 
only be regarded by the Nipponese as a major 
disaster. 

Lost with the vessels were 15,000 Japanese 
troops, who had been destined as reinforce- 
ments for the Japanese post at Lae, in Northern 
New Guinea. As well as thousands of Japanese 
naval personnel. 

Our victory was exclusively one of the air 
services. All types of planes from heavy bomb- 
ers to fast fighters joined in the attacks on 
the convoy of 12 Japanese transports and 10 
protecting warships. 

It is extremely unlikely that the people of 
Japan will be told anything of this battle. 
Japanese censorship keeps from them any news 
except that favorable to the Axis cause. Even 
then most of the stuff they read in their papers 
is false.

Better Voters 

The Georgia house of representatives has 
voted to submit to the voters of the state a 
constitutional amendment which would lower 
the voting age in Georgia from 21 to 18 years. 
Well over the required two-thirds favorable vote 
Was secured on Wednesday, when the count 
showed 149 in favor of the proposal to 43 
against it. 

There can be little doubt that, if this change 
is approved by the people, the new voters will 
bring to Georgia politics a salutary increase in 
idealism and an informed outlook upon public 
affairs. Despite arguments that 18-year-olds 
have not reached sufficient age of discretion 
to vote with understanding of the issues, few 
fathers of children of that age will contend they 
do not have opinions of their own. 

News reports from the legislative halls indl- 
cated that opposition to the proposal sprang 
largely from a political faction which was 
discredited by the voters in the last state 
primary. This is significant. For it is logical 
to presume that a majority of younger people 
would refuse to vote for that faction. Which, 
in itself, is sufficient cause to extend to them 
the right of franchise.

Opposition to a bill now before the legisla- 
ture which would increase the salaries of five 
Fulton county elective officials has been voiced 
by the Fulton County Board of Commissioners. 
In a resolution unanimously approved on Wed- 
nesday, the board asked the Fulton delegation 
in the general assembly to oppose any bill which 
would increase the burden on Fulton’s tax- 
payers. 

The particular bill in question has already 
passed the house and is pending in the senate, 
Under its status as a “local bill,” of interest only 
to Fulton county, its passage is practically auto- 
matic if no member of the Fulton delegation 
objects. 

It provides for increas2 from $6,000 to $7,500 
per annum in the salaries of the clerk of the 
Fulton superior court, the sheriff, the tax 
collector, the tax receiver and the ordinary. 

Objection to the measure is based upon the 
fact that this nation is at war, that taxpayers 
are struggling under a terrific burden of taxes 
to pay for that war and that any increase in 
¢ salaries contributes toward currency inflation. 

Officers of private business and industry are 
banned from any Salary increase, ja any form, 
by federal strictures. Because of a technicality 
in the law, those who receive their salaries 
from the treasuries of local governments, state, 
county or municipal, do not come under this 
salary-hike prohibition.

This caused the revocation of his 
parole and he was sent to the 
house of correction to serve his six 
months. While thus engaged Cote 
was taken to .court on the new 
liquor charge and given one month 
additional. He appealed this sen- 
tence and was given a new trial 
before a jury which took a more 


the house four-year terms instead of two. Proponents of the idea 
have urged it before on the grounds that it would be conducive to 
less political straddling by congress.

ONE WORD MORE

RUSSIA’S SECRET WEAPON A gentleman in aviation who 


is unusually well informed 
has told me how Russia has been able to keep her aviation in the 
air during the winter when the temperature was often down to 40 
below for long stretches of time. . 

It was this ability to keep aviation in the air which enabled 
the Russians to destroy much German aviation 
on the ground; to disable tanks with cannon 
from the American-made Airacobras, still the 
only fighter plane which fires a cannon through 
the prop; and to harry German troops. 

I suppose it might be called a 
weapon.” 
It came out of some laboratory. 
The Germans and the Russians used their 
scientists along with their staffs to prepare 
for this war. 
In very cold weather, when it is well below 
zero, it is very difficult to ke®p motors on the 
alert. The usual custom has been to build a 
sort of tent about the engine. Inside this tent 
there was kept an oil heater. Hot oil was kept 
on a low fire and when it was necessary to 
start the plane mechanics poured in the hot 
oil as the cold, stiff engine was turned over. 
As soon as the oil had been pumped through 
the motor a few ‘times it was warm enough to start. There still 
had to be a short warming up process before takeoff. This required 
20 minutes and more. 
That was what the Germans were doing. 


But not the Russians. 


ALERT AT 40 BELOW The Russians kept their planes con- 
stantly on the alert. They could 


rush into them, take off immediately, and climb as rapidly as if 
the days were warm August days. 4 

Some scientist had invented a gadget which was attached to each 
plane and which kept the oil going all the time the. motor was 
idle. A mechanic could snatch this loose as the pilot climbed i 
close the connection, and leave the plane with an engine hot an 
ready for any demand within its horsepower. 

When there was no alert they could go on the invaluable patrols 
with ease and as often as necessary, taking off without delay. 

They were in the air in the extremes of coid weather. They 
were thus able to catch much German aviation on the ground and 
destroy it there, It is much easier to pick off the planes on the 
ground than in the air. 

They could discover and go after tank formations and troop 
movements and give them blasts from a 37mm. cannon and machine- 
gun while diving at 400 miles an hour, | 

No one knows how much material we have sent to Russia. It 
is probably true that our aviation has sent enough planes to Russia 
which, added to Russian production, gives them superiority in 
the air. If we have done it we may have delayed our own second 
front in Africa. But even if that be true, we still have done the 
right thing. 

The success of the Russians has changed the entire aspect of 
the war. If Russia had been conquered a year ago—I do not like 
to think what would have happened. . 

Control of the air is necessary. We will begin to move in 
Africa when we have a tremendous superiority in the air. Germany 
is going to make a battle of it. It will not be ton easy. Yet. if 
we can drive them from the air as they drove Poland and France 
from the air, the ground forces will find it not so difficult as now 
appears. 

It is not now a battle of production so much as it is a battle 
of transportation, and that battle is not being won. We are 
merely. holding our ‘own. | 

Just when we will be able to land enough men and planes in 
Africa to watch Spain and to take all Tunisia, no one may say. 
No matter who tries it, it still comes under the head of crystal 
ball gazing.

Certainly England must keep on until Japan is defeated. 

We walked very close to the rim of defeat,and occupation. 
A few shoves from destiny, a few snips by the three blind fates, 
and the invading hordes would have taken us. (That is why I 
cannot understand the mind of an isolationist.) 

Brrrrrrrr. We are lucky, I guess.

New-born children sometimes 
are victims of an acute puru- 
lent conjunctivitis known as 
ophthalmia

the first symptoms usually are 
noticed on the second or third 
day after birth, but if the at- 
tack comes later than the fourth 
day, the infection ordinarily is 
not due to gonococcus. ’ 

Symptoms are often less se- 
vere than in adults and are 
likely limited to the palpebral! 
and retotarsal conjunctive. 
Both eyes may be involved, 
though one may be worse than 
the other. In some cases the 
disease is monolateral. The 
cornea is implicated less in in- 
fants, especially if the affec- 
tion is treated from its incep- 
tion, in which case, the cornea 
often escapes destruction or 
damage. With proper treatment 
the prognosis is generally fa- 
vorable. 

-Infection from the vaginitis 
of the mother during parturi- 
tion, in rare cases before birth 
is one of the major sources of 
the infection. Sometimes it oc- 
curs after the birth of the 
child, through infection from 
sponges, napkins, towels or fin- 
ger of the nurse, which have 
been in contact with the geni- 
tals of the mother. 

Many cases are due to gon- 
ococcus, and the remainder 
from other micro-organisms. 
Non-gonorrheal infections be- 
gin later, run a milder course 
and are not so apt to be com- 
plicated by corneal ulcers, but 
when stroptococci are respon- 
sible, the inflammation is ex- 
ceedingly virulent. 

Gonococci are found in many 
smears made from the dis- 
charges. In others, staphy- 
lococci, pneumococci, strepto- 
cocci and mixed infections are 
responsible.

Commander in Dramatic 


Patterson Hints Drives 
Pledge To Return 


of U. S. Cannot Be 
Stopped Now. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—() 
The smashing victory of General 
Douglas MacArthur’s big bombers 
in wiping out an enemy armada 
in the Bismarck Sea has com- 
pletely disrupted Japanese plans 
for the coming campaigns in the 
south Pacific, Undersecretary of 
War Patterson announced today. 

Tokyo’s purpose in sending the 
ill-fated convoy of 12 transports 
and 10 warships down from Ra- 
baul, New Guinea, was viewed 
here as defensive rather than of- 
fensive. Patterson’s reference to 
“the coming campaigns in the 
south Pacific,” therefore, was 
taken to mean Allied offensives 
which the Japs now will be un- 
able to stop. 

Intensified Aerials. 


These may take the form of in- 
tensified aerial attacks along the 
whole perimeter of Japanese 
islands in the south Pacific, from 
Malaya eastward. 

In this connection a Navy com- 
munique today reported that Lib- 
erator heavy bombers struck at 
four enemy-held areas in the north- 
western Solomon Islands Wednes- 
day (east longitude time) even as 
the Bismarck Sea attack was un- 
der way. Bombs were dropped at 
Kahili, Buin, Ballale and Vila and 
every American plane returned. 

At the same time Dauntless dive 
bombers with Wildcat fighter 
escort raided Munda, on New 
Georgia island, for the eighty- 
second time, starting a fire there 
and these planes likewise all re- 
turned. It was assumed the Lib- 
erators and dive bombers operated 
out of Guadalcanal. 

Major Victory. 

Allied headquarters had few de- 
tails to add today to MacArthur's 
communique of last night an- 
nouncing the destruction of the 
22 Japanese ships aggregating 


some 90,000 tons and 55 planes | 


at a loss of one Allied bomber | 
and three fighters—“a victory of) 
such completeness as to assume} 
the proportions of a major dis- 
aster to the enemy.” 

At Canberra the reading of the 
communique in the house of rep- 
resentatives by Prime Minister 
John Curtin led to prolonged 
cheering. Curtin remarked that 
never before on so many fronts 
had there been such cause as now 
for confidence in victory. 

Good news from all fronts also 
was the keynote of Patterson’s 
press conference at which he 
spoke of the Bismarck Sea vic- 
tory as “an indication of what air- 
craft can do and of the increas- 


gly important part they are £o-| 


ing to play in the fortunes of this 
war.”

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Grandma Knew About Shortages 


In these days of rationing, short-¢ 


ages and restrictions we can profit 
by taking a few lessons from 
grandmother, who was an expert 
in getting along with few things! 
One food she had plenty of was 
potatoes, and fortunately, so have 
we. Potatoes make an outstand- 
ing contribution to the diet, both 
sweet and Irish potatoes. Pota- 
toes contain a small amount of 
protein of excellent quality; they 
furnish some of the “B” vitamin 
and are valuable because they 
leave an alkaline ash, which is 
true of few of the carbohydrate 
foods. The sweet potato ranks as 
one of the important “yellow” 
vegetables, and both kinds are ex- 
ceptionally fine energy foods. 

Grandmother knew how to 
s-t-r-e-t-ch a little meat to feed a 
large family and those who drop- 
ped in. She often did it with 
hash. Potatoes are used to stretch 
the meat in making the old-fash- 
ioned favorite, red flannel hash. 
The original recipe’ called 
corned beef, but you can make it 
with any kind of meat.

Examinations Scheduled 
in Schools and Col- 
leges Here. 


Qualifying tests for the new 
Navy V-12 college program will 
be given in schools and colleges 
to all civilian applicants between 
9 a. m. and 11 a. m. April 2, Cap- 
tain Marion C. Robertson, director 
of Sixth Naval District 
Procurement, said yesterday. 

Students enrolled under the 
Navy V-l1, V-5, or V-7 officer can- 
didate program will not be ex- 
amined at that time. High school 
seniors and recent alumni should 
contact the principal or superin- 
tendent of their schools regarding 
the details of this examination. 

Those passing the April 2 quali- 
fying test later will be called to 
the offices of Naval Officer Pro- 
curement for physical examination 
and interviews. The results of the 
several examinations will be re- 
viewed by a selection committee, 
composed of a Naval officer, an 
educator, and a civilian, who will 
have firal authority over these 
qualifications. 

Students and recent graduates 
of high schools and preparatory 
schools, enlisted men of the Navy, 
‘Marine Corps and Coast Guard, 


miand college students will be eli- 


‘Bible for the program, which will 
'be. inaugurated about July 2. 
Will Absorb Reservists. 

The new plan will also absorb 
most of the college students now 
enlisted in the Navy and Marine 
Corps Reserve, and those who en- 
listed in the Army Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps with Navy, Marine 
Corps, or Coast Guard preference, 
and those who hold student proba- 
tionary commissions, 

Students to be trained under the 
Navy’s college training program 
for general duties will receive one 
and one-third years of study at 
colleges and universities, and stu- 
dents who are in training for spec- 
lalized duties, including chaplain, 
medical, dental and engineering, 
will vary from six to 12 terms of 
16 weeks duration each. They 
then will be given specialized Navy 
training. 

All men accepted will be order- 
ed to college and go on active duty 
in unifotm under military disci- 


pline. They will be rated as ap- 
prentice seamen and will be paid 
$50 a month. 

Students selected on the basis 
of officer-like qualities, including 
scores on certain tests will be as- 
signed to the Navy college train- 
ing program in two groups, the 
first group reporting on or about 
July 1, the second group on or 
about November 1.

The following will be eligible to 
take the April 2 test: 

1. High school or preparatory 
school graduates who will have 
attained their 17th and not their 
20th birthdays on July 1, regard- 
less of whether they are attending 
college. 

2. High school or preparatory 
school seniors who will be grad- 
uated on July 1, provided they 
will have attained their 17th and 
not their 20th birthday by that 
date, 

3. Students who do not hold 
certificates of graduation from a 
secondary school but who are con- 
tinuing their education at an ac- 
credited college or ‘university, pro- 
vided they will have attained their 
17th and not their 20th birthday 
by July 1. 

A candidate must be a citizen, 
be morally and physically quali- 
fied, including vision of not less 
than 18-20, be unmarried and 
agree to remain unmarried until 
commissioned, have evidence of 
potential vfficer qualifications, in-

Harris and Senate President 
Frank Gross have agreed on a 
resolution giving legislators full 
pay for the session. 

Gross a short while earlier told 
the senate “it would have a salu- 
tory effect if we could drive for 
adjournment by next Saturday 
night. The senate calendar is in 
pretty good shape, but the house 
has nearly 300 bills pending.” 

Downstairs, Governor Arnall 
said he was confident the legis- 
lature would adjourn before the 
time fixed by law. 

The house will consider a num- 
ber of constitutional amendments 
today, and the speaker called for 
quick reading and a fast roll call 
to get them out of the way. 

Dry Laws To Committee. 

In the senate, which adjourned 
until Monday, members did quite 
a bit of maneuvering, which re- 
sulted in the hot potato prohibi- 
tion bill’s being sent back to com- 
mittee for possible renovation into 
a state liquor store plan. 

Senator Walter Harrison, of 
Millen, bellwether of the dry 
forces in the senate, was out of 
the chamber when Senator Claude 
Pittman’s move to recommit was 
passed without opposition. 

Storming back into the senate, 
Harrison declared wet leaders had 
taken advantage of his absence. 
Pittman agreed to withdraw the 
motion and Harrison, thus allowed 
to get his oar in, said he would 


“T vote dry and I drink dry,” 
Harrison said after Pittman made 
his motion again. “I am opposed 
to delaying this any further.” | 

Wants Issue Settled. | 

“You know and I know that 
we've been postponing and post- | 
poning this. Let’s allow this issue | 
of wet or dry to rise or fall on its 
own merits, with no compromise.’ "| 

Although Harrison has said at) 
times he would accept a state store 
plan as “second best,” he declared 
on the floor yesterday he would 
continue his fight for outright re- 
peal rather than “any halfway 
plan.” The senate voted, 27 to 14, 
to recommit, 

Administration forces are said 
to be interested in the state store 
plan as a means of augmenting 
dwindling state revenues. Repeal, 
they figure, will remove between 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000 from the 
revenue books. Some have esti- 
mated the store plan would bring 
in about $6,000,000 in taxes, 

Other sources, however, said 
liquor distillers were shipping 
their limited supply into states 
not under the store plan because 
there was too much paper work 
in selling and collecting for their 
products under the state owner- 
ship setup. 

For August Election. 

An administration measure call- 
ing a special general election bi- 
enially beginning in August, this 
year, a followup of the Governor’s 
share-the-ballot-with-y outh  pro- 
gram was approved by the senate, 
31 to 4. 

The bill lowering the voting age 
from 18 to 21 and other constitu- 
tional amendments proposed by 
the legislature, may be voted on. 
Offices vacated since the last gen- 
eral ballot also could be filled. 

Also sent to the house by a 36- 
to-1 vote was a resolution provid- 
ing for creation of a commission 
to draft a new state constitution. 
A number of legislators, several 
state newspapers and the Gover- 
nor have indorsed this measure. 

Georgians may legally claim ex- 
emption on money paid for state 
gasoline tax in future federal in- 
come tax returns, under a bill 
passed yesterday by the house. 
The senate previously had ap- 
proved it, and the house action 
sent it to the Governor for ap- 
proval. 

Gas Tax Debated. 

Proponents of the law to spe 
cifically exempt gas tax from fed- 
eral income taxes by changing the 
tax so that it falls on the con- 
sumer instead of being a tax on 
dealers, said the consumer always 
has paid the tax, but could not 
claim exemption because gven 
though the tax was passed on by 
dealers, it was a tax on them un- 
der the language of the state law

The house sent to the senate a 
proposal that Georgia firms and 
authors be favored in awarding 
contracts for school books if the 
quality of Georgia products were 
equal or superior to out-of-state 
bids on publishing or to textbooks 
written by out-of-state persons. 

Powers of attorney by service 
men shall remain effective until 
the federal government officially 
gives notice of death or until re- 
voked by the men themselves, 
under another measure passed by 
the house. The bill must be ap- 
proved by the senate and the Gov- 
ernor before it becomes operative. 
Proponents explained that under 
the present law, the power of at- 
torney expires on the death of the 
grantor, and they anticipated some 
“embarrassing situations” if the 
law is not changed. 

The house also approved a 
measure providing for Georgia’s 
participation in activities of the 
Atlantic Marine Fisheries Com- 
mission, a national organization 
of eastern states devoted to inter- 
state co-operation in connection 
with fishing problems. 

Sponsored by the coastal dele- 
gation, the bill provides. that 
Georgia shall become a member 
of the commission and have three 
representatives. These three rep- 
resentatives shall include the di- 
rector of the fish and game com- 
mission, a member of the general 
assembly and one person appoint- 
ed by the Governor. 

Activities of the commission are 
advisory and it makes recommen- 
dation to the various states on 
ways and means of controlling 
and promoting fishing along the 
Atlantic coast. 

Representatiye Charles Gowen, 
of Glynn county, said it would 
“help re-establish the seafood in- 
dustry in Georgia.” 

The house killed a bill by Rep- 
resentative Bynum, of Rabun, 
which provided for the establish- 
ment of county wildlife depart- 
ments on recommendation. of 
grand juries, The bill would have 
given these wildlife departments 
the power to stock streams with

Scale Conmimittee Makes 
Report to Scranton 
Meeting. 


SCRANTON, Pa., March 4.—() 
The scale committee of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers’ tridistrict con- 
vention recommended today that 
the anthracite miners demand a 
$2 a day wage increase, premium 
pay for the second and third 
shifts, and improved vacation 
pay in their new contract. The 
convention deferred action until 
tomorrow. 

The committee proposed a con- 
tract period of one year beginning 
May 1, with provision for termi- 
nation by the union or the opera- 
tors on 30 days’ notice. In addi- 
tion, the terms of the agreement 
would cover all mine supervisory 
offcials except those specifically 
excluded from the bargaining 
unit by the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board. 

The delegates heard the report 
at the conclusion of a placid day’s 
meeting in which at least two 
resolutions laden with potential 
controversy were side-tracked 
without debate. They dealt with 
the increased dues issue and dis- 
trict autonomy. Debate on the 
| scale recommendations was sched- 
uled to start tomorrow, when each 
| delegate will be armed with print- 
ed copies of the report. 

The wage recommendations 
conformed with expectations that 
they would match the sum de- 
manded by the bituminous branch 
‘of the union. The anthracite 
basic wage is $5.08 for a seven- 
hour day. Although it is called 
the minimum wage, there are a 
few minor classifications, such as 
slate pickers and sweepers, which 
have a lower rate. The scale 
committee ‘recommended that 
there should be no rate lower than 
the basic minimum of $5.08 plus 
the proposed general increase,
